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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restriction 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of I in Paper No, 3 is acknowledged. The traversal is on 
the ground(s) that the claims are directed to a method and products made by that method. This is 
not found persuasive because the product and method claims are not commensurate in scope. 
Furthermore, the inventions of the present claims are all classified in different classes and 
subclasses, and as such the search of all these inventions would be an extremely enormous burden 
to the patent office. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. This application contains claims 10, 11, 14 and 15 drawn to an invention nonelected with 
traverse in Paper No. 3. A complete reply to the final rejection must include cancellation of 
nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C, 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
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make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 2, 4, 6, 7, 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. In claim 16, the term 200o psi appears as an 
upper limit for the pressure. It is not clear if such is a typographical error, or was meant to 
indicate 2000 psi. Since applicants specification has an upper limit of 1000 psi, such would 
constitute new matter. Applicant should amend the claim appropriately. 

5. Claims 2, 4, 6, 7, 16 and 17 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2"^^ paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this Office 
action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a). Applicant is 
reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37 CFR 1. 136(a).
